Unfortunate Condition of a Form- 
er St. Louis Teacher.

A. L. Caldwell, Formerly of the Stoddard 
School, Tried for Burglary in Oregon—-A 
Medical Investigation Shows Him to be 
Insane—A Curious Story. 


Everybody in St. Louis will remember Mr. A. L. 
Caldweil, who, as principal of the Stoddard School 
and as a candidate for Superintendent of the Pub ic 
Schools against Mr. Long, the present incumbent, 
managed to get himself and his friends and enemies 
into more different kinds of hot water than was 
ever known before in the history of the city schools. 
When Mr. Caldwell left St. Louis, early in 1883, he 
went to Topeka, Kan. where he broke up in 
business, and, together with the goods which 
he had in his store, disappeared. He was next 
heard from peddling jewelery at Chihuabua iu 
Mexico, then at Denver about six months ago. 
where he managed another mysterious disappear- 
ance,and finally, at Purtland, Oregon, where his 
brotber, a very respectable merchant, is living. Mr. 
A. L. Caldwell bad not been long in Portland when 
he was arrested for a petty burglary. He broke 
into a store there and took a few pocket knives 
and other articles of trifling walue. It was 


at this time first suspected that 
he was notentirely responsible for his actions. A 


medical examination was heid and the unfortunate 
man pronounced insane. Heis nowan inmate of 
the asylum at Oregon, and but faint hopes of his re- 
covery are entertained. Nothing would have been 
known about the case in St. Louis at all, bad it not 
been that 
MR. CALDWELL'S BROTHER 

in Portland, who bas been giving a home to the two 
daughters of the ex-St. Louisav, wrote down 
to friends here, asking that 
arrangements be made to have 
the girls taken in by some charitable institu- 
tion here, as he could not afford to support them. 
It may easily be conceived that this letter caused 
something of a sensation In St. Louis. Mr. Cald- 
wellin 1870 married Miss Eva Bryan, a lady of 
some property. closely connected with the Scudder 
family and other well-known people in St. Louis. 
Indeed it was the strength of this Scud- 
der connection which made Mr. Cald- 
well such a formidable competitor for 
the superintendency of theschools. Mrs. Caldwell 
died after two years of matrimoney. Itwas found 
that her property was still secured to her children, 
and these supposititious objects, of charity have a 
good income awaiting them in 8t. Louis. Mr. Ww. 
H. Scudder, jr., has been appointed their guardian.

Armed Men Steal the County Safe at 


Traverse, Dakota. 


Traverse, DaxoTa, Via Brown's Vatixy, Moex., 
December 20.—This morning at 7 o'clock an armed 
mob of 100 men, mostly from Wilmot, a small 
town inthe southern part of the County, attacked 
the Court House at this place, the county seat of 
Roberts County, and broke in every door and re- 
moved the County safe. Before attacking the 
Court House a@ strong guard, armed with Win- 
chester rifles, was stationed at the end of 
every street and no one was perinitted 
to enter or to leave the town. An immense amount 
of property was destroyed. “Not satisfied with the 
large safe, the mob attacked and carried off all the 
private property they could find.

DIVORCE. 

A few weeks ago the New York Herald pub- 
lished in an alphabetical list the roster of the 
ynhappy couples whose divorce cases are pend- 
ing before the courts of Chicago, the number of 
cases being something less than seven hundred. 
At this Chicago was naturally elated, taking it 
as an evidence that Chicago exceeded all other 
cities in wickedness, ani thereby was the rest 
of the world correspondingly shocked. But 
now the Herald publishes also the roster of 
Philadelphia. from which it appears that in con 
jugal infelicity Philadelphia differs from Chi- 
cago no more than one addled egg differs from 
another. 

It isso easy to assume a virtuous indignation 
over the prevalence of divorce, that any one 
who ventures to present the other side of the 
question runs arisk of being considered an en- 
emy of society. Yet public sentiment is surely 
not opposed to the widest liberty of divorce, 
because, if it were, it would beeasy to make 
the divorce laws more stringent instead of con- 
stantly relaxing them. Upon attempting to 
study the question fairly one is perplexed by 
finding two apparently irreconcilable conditions 
existing side by side. On the one hand the 
moral sense of society declares that it is ar- 
rayed in opposition to divorce in theory and 
in fact. On the other hand is the plain evi- 
dence that all legislation tends towards greater 
freedom of divorce. 

This is only a side issue, but it is a sample of 
the difficulties which we may expect when we 
attempt to master the real question. Is di- 
vorce wholly an evil,or is it a remedy 
for a greater evil? That is the only 
question. Wedo not speak for people who, 
like the Catholics, believe that marriage was 
divinely ordained as an indissoluble sacrament, 
and with whom opposition to divorce is a dog- 
ma of faith. The majority of the American 
people believe that marriageis a form of gov- 
ernment which like all other forms of govern- 
ment derives its authority from the just con- 
sent Of the governed. The Americans have 
given all the nations of the world an example, 
—which they are following—in the liberty of 
contracting and dissolving marriages, and the 
question is whether the example is a good one. 
Are we oh the downward road, or do we better 
ourselves by divorce? Is divorce an agent in 
demoralizing society, oris it a purifying and 
remedial agent? Isita festering ulcer on the 
social system or a salutary outlet for passion 
and misery and crime which else might linger 
in the system to taint and corrupt it? 

The question needs ampler discussion than 
the columns of a daily newspaper can _ give. 
No doubt the marriage tie was meant to be in- 
dissoluble save by death; the ideal marriage 
does not admit the possibility of divorce, But 
this is not an ideal world, we are not ideal men 
and women, we do not lead ideal lives. Ina 
society where the ripest civilization flourishes 
side by side with the crime and destitution cf 
every great city, it would be very stupid to say 
that we would not tolerate anything ‘short of 
ideal perfection. Clabber Alley and Castile 
Thunder, the unpunished abortionist, the baby 
farmer, the hospitals, and the Potter’s Fields are 
all grim reminders to drag us down from the 
cloudland of the ideal, and to compel us to face 
the sad and sickening reality of human misery. 
In such a world the happy ones are the very 
few; to them divorce isa degradation. But to 
others it is a remedy, it is salvation. It would 
hardly be seized so eagerly if it did not offer 
some hope of better things, some amelioration 
of a worse condition. Let it be judged fairly, 
not by the light of sentiment, not from the 
standpoint of the happy ones who do not need 
it, but by the light of the actual situation and 
from the standpoint of the numerous class who 
seck its arbitrament. Perhaps it may be less a 
new evil than a new remedy for an old evil 
which without it would have been only more 
widespread, less a source of corruption than a 
symptom of deeper corruption which it re- 
lieves.

Wueat has been re- 
uced in price by at least one-half, corn in the same 
proportion, while flour, which ten or twenty vears 
ago commanded $5, $10 and $12 a barre, now brings 
but $5. $6 and $7. Dry goods, too, are too 
pilentifui, and their price has aiso been reduced al- 
most to the minimum.” 

“How about stocks?” 

‘These, too, are down to bottom figures. There 
is plenty of money in Wall street, but the holders of 
it seem possessed to wait until they have reached 
the very lowest prices. So many apparently sound 
firms and institutions have gone under, that brokers 
have lost confidence and fear to buy heavily. While 
they have been hesitating. outsiders have stepped in 
and captured the bulk of the good investments. 
The resuit is that good securities are exceedingly 
scarce. Then, too, there are too many railroads.

The Spanish Treaty as Regarded by 
the Secretary of State. 


Terms and Concessions Considered Favor- 
able to the United States-—Greater Bar- 
riers to Foreign Than Home Products— 
How a Government Department is Run— 
Big Pay and No Work—A Glimpee at Inci- 
dental Expense Accounts.

Wasninotoyr, Dece nber 18.—The President has 
sent to the Senate a communication from Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen on the Spanish treaty, which 
gives from the standpoint of the department 
which originated and made the treuty its advan- 
tages. This may be considered the most favorable 
showing that can be made forthe treaty, and as 
such is especially interesting. The Secretary be- 
gins with the remark that tariff barriers, for the 
most part, are greater on foreizn productions than 
on raw materiai in our own country and have 
hitherto proven great obstacles to our trade with 
those other countries. This bas been especially 
true, he says, of the Spanish Antilles, our exports 
to them having been but about seventeen millions a 
year, against seventy-two niillions per annum im- 
ported from them. The very articles in the pro- 
duction of which we excel are in demand there, 
yet bave been practically shut out by the high 
tariff and the discrimination against our carrying 
facilities, so that while the bulk of the production 
of Cuba and Port Kico comes to the United States, 
not more than one-fifth of their imported articles 
come from this country, their total importations 
being about seventy millions per year. The only 
articles of importance produced by those countries, 
he says, Which’are admitted free or on 

A REDUCED BASIS, 
are tobacco and sugar. In regard to tobacco, he 
says it was considered to_be less injurious to our 
native tobacco interests to grant to Cuban tobacco, 
both leaf and manufactured, a reduction of 50 
per cent than to concede free admission to either 
the leaf or manufactured separately. In view of 
the fact that even after the reduction Cuban to- 
bacco and cigars will be subject to a heavy import 
duty and to the internal revenue taxes in addition, 
itseems that our home products and manufactures 
way stil enjoy @ fair and remynerative protection, 
especially when, under the treaty, Cuba and Port 
Rico will, for the firs. ti ne, be opened to American 
tobacco at a rate of duty much lower than the 
reciprocal duty levied in the United States. 
“Touching the free admission of sugar,” he says, 
“it is merely another-step in the general policy 
which put coffee and sugar on the free list years 
azo.” 
Regarding the concessions toward our manufact- 
ures, by which itis hoped to increase the bulk of 
the productions of this country sent there, he says: 
‘Free adinissien is granted to.all kinds of meat, fish 
and fowl, lard, butter, cheese and vegetables, all 
kinds of grain, including rice, but with 
THE SOLE EXCEPTION 
of wheat, which is reduced from 
&) 50 per 100 kilograms to 50 cents, and flour, the 
‘uty on which is reduced from $4 70 to $2 50 and 
$165 per barrel; cornmeal and other flours are free, 
as are cattle, hogs and other live animals, cotton 
and cotton seed, flax, wool and various other agri- 
cultural products, allof which are now burdened 
with such duties that only a limited demand for 
them can be created, while with the duty removed 
and the articles thus cheapened, the demand for 
em must increase. Among the manufactures of 
this country placed on the free list are almost all 
of material for building purposes, lumber of 
kinds, iron articles, stone, slating, bricks and 
lar material, a long list of manufactures of 
hl, such as cooperage, woodenware, brooms, 
shes, spokes, bent wood, common furniture, etc. ; 
ali manufactures of cast iron and steel and of 
wrought iron and steel, except fine or high priced 
articies, undressed leather and skins: a long list of 
implements and too's for agricultural arts and 
trades, machines and apparatus; agricultural, 
motive, industrial and scieutific materials for 
THE BUILDING OF RAILWAYS, 

canals and ships, and all other classes of manufact- 
uresin which this country excels.” 

Among the articles on which there is a marked 
reduction of duty is petroleum, which under the 
new treaty pays $1 per 100 kilograms against $6 40 
under the ola rate, glassware $4 against $11 to $40: 
stoneware $2 50 against $4 to $20; porcelain $4 50 
against $9 50 to $55 50; copper, brass and nickel 
$13 against $20 to $64; cotton and textile goods 
about 70 per cent.; paper $4 against $14; fine furni- 
ture $10 against $55 to $83, and Many other articles 
in like proportion. 

If anybody supposes it cannot cost much to run 
one of the great departments of the Government let 
him take up one of the most trifling “expense 
accounts” and study its items, and he will soon be 
undeceived. The annual statement of the Secretary 
of the Interior. regarding the expenditures of the 
fund for miscellaneous expenses, otherwise kuown 
as the “Contingent Fund” in the last fiscal year, is 
interesting in this parcicular.

AN ATTIC MYSTERY. -

Human Bones and Skeletons 


Found ina Tenement House. 


What a Reporter Discovered in a Cock-Loft 
—An Qld Policy-Player’s Superstition— 
Playing Dice From Human Skulls for 
Lucky Numbers—A Policeman’s Jocular 
Indifference ~The Mystery Explained,

New York, December 20.--On the northwest cor- 
ner of Third and Mercer streets, is an old-fashioned 
brick house. Itis one of the most venerable build- 
ings in that part of the city. Itis half Dutch and 
half contintental in its architecture. For a great 
many years the ground floor of this building was 
used asa grocery store. Less than fuur years ago 
groceries gave way to rum bottles, beer barrels and 
boxes of cigars. Above stairs, the building has 
been from first to last the home of Innumerable 
“lodgers.” For the last twenty years lodgers have 
come and gone with beautiful irregularity and ap- 
parent irresponsibility. Considering these facts, it 
may or may not be reckoned astonishing that a mass 
of human bones and twelve ghastly skulls were 
discovered yesterday in the topmost story of this 
old rookery. The ‘‘clew’’ was given to the author- 
ities by the following note, which reached the 
Health Board Thursday morning, “New York, De- 
cember 16. In the house, No. 11 West Third street, 
forming the corner of Mercer street, the principal 


tenant being the proprietor of the bar-room on the 
first floor, there is, in the garitt, imapeeintaty under 
the roof, what I will call 
A PERFECT GRAVE YARD, 
for a visit there will convince you that sed garitt is 
full of humane bones, sculls, and bones of different 
parts of the humanebody. Yours recpectfully, 
GEORGE.” 
The present lessee of the building is one Herman 
Gerdes, who, having three years and more ago 


a bar-room, and rented out the upper apartments, 
Your correspondent ey on Gerdes yesterday 
and was shown up stairs by the bar tender. They 
secured a bit of candie and ascended to the attic. 
The newsman’'s careful. scrutiny was rewarded 
by the discovery on the topmost step oa the second 
flight of stairs of an ordinary ten-penny nail, rather 
rusty and slightly bent.at the sharpened end. Care- 
fully preserving the nailanda portion of the dis- 
colored plaster, the reporter continued his ascent 
and finally reached the attic. There he paused and 
inspected the surroundings. Nine doors opened 
from a central hail; that i-, they were apparently 
made to be opened. To tell the truth, they didn't 
open, because, with the exception of one, they were 
all locked, and the angry tones which a rap 
each elicited from the occupants within, induced the 
reporter to refrain from his original purpose of 
battering them down. lt was evident 
that the attic rooms were ied and the occu- 
pants were averse to visitors. This was 

AN IMPORTANT POINT GAINED. 
That one of these nine doors ied to a cockloft im- 
mediately over the attic, the reporter had ascer- 
tained previously, and patientiy set about the task 
of discovering which of them. led thither. Begin- 
ning with the door on the extreme left he rapped 
gently. “What's wanted?" came from a gruff 
voice inthe room beyond. This was clearly not 
the door. The next, and next, and next were rapped 
pon in quick succession with similar dishearten re- 
sults. li was evident that the occupants of 
the attic rooms were not only averse to 
visitors, but were a rabid. At this point in 
his investigation the reporter's eye lighted upon a 
white object in the corner. Cautiously picking it 
up, he discovered that it was a somewhat soi ed but 
entirely whole paper collar. Placing the collar in 
the inside pocket of his great coat, he rapped gently 
upon the only remaining door of the nine.

Two Hotly Contested Performances 
in the Squared Circle,

A Rare Treat for Lovers of Pugilism—The 
Scene of the Battles Near Boston—Jimmy 
McGee Knocks Out Paddy Duffy—The Sec- 
ond Fight an Evenly Contested One Be- 
tween Tue Coliins and Paddy Sullivan— 
The Former Declared Winner. 


Py Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

Boston, Mass., December 20.—Two red hot fights, 
each fought toa finish, took place near this city 
yesterday, and only about 100 sports were on hand 
as spectators. The first contest was between Paddy 
Duffy of Boston and James McGee of East Boston. 
Jake Kilrain officiated as referee and Dan Gill as 
master of ceremonies. The fighting was desperate 
from the start, Duffy led off with a vicious body 
blow, and McGee retaliated with a heavy right- 
hander on his opponent's jaw, There wasa sharp 
and pretty even exehange of blows for a few 
minutes, culminating ina crushing hit at McGee's 
neck, which 

LIFTED HIM COMPLETELY OFF HIS FEET. 

He recovered quickly, however, and countered so 
effectually at Duffy's face when the latter attempted 
to follow up his advantage that the round ended 
with honors even. Both mén came up for the 
second round looking as though they had 
been through a three-round fight. 
Each realized that his chances depended on his 
ability to knock out his antagonist at once. Duffy 
fought for McGee's head and got in some heavy 
hits, but McGee watched his chances and finally 
landed a stunning blow on Duffy's peck which felled 
him like an ox, and he lay unconscious on the floor. 
The fight was given to McGee. 

The principals in the second fight were Tug Col- 
lins of Boston and Paddy Sullivan of Lowell. The 
battle was long and fierce. Collins led off with a 
body blow. while Sullivan worked for his 
opponent's head. The ‘exchange of blows 
was sharp and incessant until time was called, when 
honors were easy. The second round was more 

VICIOUS AND LESS SCIENTIFIC.s 
The men kept at close quarters and were continual- 
ly clinching. They seemed more inclined to claw 
each other like tigers than to spar. They were fre- 
quently torn apart by the referee, and the round 
ended without advantage on either side. The third 
round was a hot one,each man trying to make it de- 


cisive, Collins fought all the time for Sullivan's 
body, and the latter used his op- 
ponent’s head for a target. The result 


seemed in Collins’ favor, for Sullivan was much 
weakened by terrible slugging, and he bled’ copi- 
ously at the nose. It looked as though UCollins 
would do him up in the next round, but Sullivan 
rallied wonderfully and astonished callers by the 
force of the onslaught he made on the fourth round. 
He turned the tables and punished his opponent 
with heavy blows in the face and neck, Sullivan 
had the. best of the round and the issue seemed more 
doubtful, In the fifth round Sullivan struck his op- 
ponent another heavy blow in the neck, which would 
have laid him out had not the ropes broken 
the fall. During’ the rest of the round 
Collins persistently clinched Sullivan to save himself 
from several heavy blows, Both men were badly 
used up when they came up for the sixth round. 
The punishment on each side was very severe in 
this round, although the men were too weak to 
make their blows effective as at first. The men 
looked

when they came up forthe seventh round. They 
hammered at each others chests, but they were too 
much winded todo much damage. When called 
for the eighth round they staggered to the center of 
the ring and it was all they could do to keép their 
feet. There was no fight inthem, No amount of 
urging cou'd get them to do more than make a few 
passes at each other. Finally, the referee gava the 
fight to Collins, although many of the spectators 
thought it should have been deciared a draw.

How Two St. Louis Journalists 
Furnished St. Paul a 
Sensation. * 


Stolen Letters Which Look|: 
Very Loving in Print. 


A Correspondence Which Shonld be 
Included in Every Polite Letter 
Writer—An Editor Who Inspires 
“Warm Language—The Intercepted 
Epistles of Miss Fanny Bagby. 


Mr. Stanley Waterloo, the proprietor of the St. 

Paul Day, and Miss Fannie M. Pagby, the managing 
editress of that paper, are both very wéll known in 
St. Louis, where Mr. Waterloo was for a long time 
city editor of ihe Republican and afterwards mght 


Miss Bagby was 
well known in _ ilocal journalistic 
circles, and she haa many friends throughout: the 
city. Some account of the troubles in the Day 
office have already been recaived in St. Lonis, It 
appears that the business manager of the paper in- 
tercepted a number of letters from Miss Bagby to 
Mr. Waterloo and had photographs of them made, 
meaning to use them for certain purposes of bis 
own. When Mr. Waterloo and Miss Bagb 
discovered that these photographie copies of their 
correspondence was in existence they took the he- 
roic measure of furnishing all the letters to the St. 
Paul Pioneer Press for publication. Below will be

In Wednesday's edition of the Day there appeared 
an account of the alleged treachery of B. H. Rugg. 
the former bus'ness manager of that per, and 
copies of letters written by Tiss F. M. Baxby. the 
managing editor, to Stanley Waterloo, the presklent 
of the company. it was asserted in the article that, 
during the absence of Waterloo in St. Louis, Rugg 
conspired to wreck tbe paper by impairing its 
credit and injuring its business, Itis charged that 
a scheme was concocted by which,on Saturday last, 


the carriers of the Day wont over to another paper, 
and men engaged onthe Day were told by Rugg | 
that their services would not be needed after that 
date—the plan being totransfer the circulation and 
business of the paper to its would-be rival. R 

also chagged with obtaining Waterioo's private let- 
ters at the Metropolitan Hotel with the intention of 
using them against Waterloo, afterward ‘reporting 
br man of whom he is the tool.”

ne Miss F. M. Bagby is the managing editor of The 
Day. She understands the business thoroughly, and 
has grown up in the newspaper knowledge of late 
years side by side with Mr. Waterloo, The two have 
as close relations asare right to exist between a 
married manand an unmarred woman, and trust 
and bziieve ts each other. Miss Bagbyhas at various 
times aided and encouraged Mr. Waterloo in his 
business enterprises, and he nas been the means of 

making ber ow Rage anemagee with the profes- 
sion she has chosen. eir correspondence the 
two have long written as affectionately as brother 
and sister. 


MISS BAGBY, 

in Mr. Waterloo'’s absence, discovered that the busi- 
neas office was somehow going wron She wrotea 
series of letters explaining her convictions ‘hese 
letters contained some things about which Mr. Wat- 
erloo wished furtber information, and he inclosed 
them in envelopes and addressed them tothe Metro- 
politan ayy at St. Paul. They were among the let- 
ters secured by Rugg. Theletters may be absurd in 
some of their features, but letters intended 
to be private are often so. They are in this in- 
stance at least honest. It should be explained 
that the business apprehensions expressed by Miss 
Bagby related not directly to the Day, but to other 
business in St. Louis entangled with this enterprise, 

the issue of which was yet in doubt. The Day has 
succeeded. There is not a human being in the 
world, blackmailer and thief though he may be, 

who dare say anything against the personal char- 
acter or the reputation of Miss Bagny Her stana- 

ing and that of her family are wellknown. Sne : 
herself requested the publication of the letters. To 
allow aby aor aang 4 of feeling to interfere with the 
course of justice is not to be thoughtof. Simple 
facts, of which the proof is secured, have been 
stated. It was a scheme to wreck a vewspaper, of 
the whole quality of which tue public is left to 


judge.

The letters written by Miss Bagby, as pub- 
lished, came in a letter directed to Stanley Water- 
loo, the inscription evidently having been written 
by Waterloo himself, though an attempt was made 
4 trong ye the handwriting. These envelopes, Rugg 

— according 
WATERLOO’S INSTRUCTIONS, 

the letters Miss Bagby being inside. There 
were several of these letters. The outside enve- 
lopes were addressed to Waterloo, at the Metrojroli- 
tan Hotei, but the latter address was erased (cvi- 
dently at the Post Office). and ali the letters 
were delivered at the Day office by the regular Post 
Office carrier. By this means—acting upon the 
authority of Waterloo himself—he learned of the 
plan to get him out of the office. Rugg declares 
that he has never offered or intimated to any one 
that he had copies of the letters whicn might be fur- 
nished fo: publication. He asserts that he can fur- 
nish evidences, from the best sources, as to his good 
character, demonstrating that he wonld not conde- 
scend to such practices as have been charged | 
against him. 

Mr. Ford, the clerk of the Metropolitan Hotel. 
says that, to his positive know! edge, no notice had 
been given him to hold Mr. Water.oo’s mail at the 
hotel, and not tosend it to the Day office. He 
had been away. though, part of the time, and 
said that such orders might have been given Mr. 
Melotyre. Mr. Waterloo ieft the hotel ‘about No- 
veinber 20, and about the first of December'a man 
whom Mr. Ford did not know, came to the hotel 
and paid Mr. Waterloo’s bill, saying that he (Water- 
loo) wassick and wanted his affairs settled up.

Every seat has 
been taken, both on the floor and in the galleries, 
and that, too, with people of prominence here.” 


“Do you find as many church members and 
church-goers in official life in Washington as you 
expected?” was asked. 

“Quite as many —more, indeed. I have been sur- 
prised and gratified since I came here to find so 
many Christian people in prominent places in offi- 
cial and social life. Why, do you know we have 
prominent society peopie in our church and mem- 
bers of Congress who never miss a prayer-meeting? 
It's a fact. Often Ihave known members of Con- 
gress to come right from the House or Senate to 
the prayer-meeting, and ladies and gentlemen who 
are prominent in society come first to the prayer- 
meeting before going out to evening entertainments 
when they occur on prayer-meeting nights, going 
from the church home to dress for the reception or 
party or whatever takes their attention in the later 
evening. As to the Sunday services, the church is 
filled with people prominent in public, life, as are 
many others of the churches of the city. I speak 
more especially of our own because I know more of 
it. We have had in the past year four Cabinet 
officers and their families, several Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and as for army*and navy officers, 
admirals and generals, and others of prominence, 
the galleries are full of them, as of Congressmen 


} with their families. Yes, I am more than gratificd 


with the evidences of regard for Christianity among 
the people who make and enforce the Jaws of the 
nation.” 

THE PRESIDENTS AS CHURCH-GOERS. 

“Havethe Presiderts generally been church-goers 
or religious men, do you think?” 

“Yes. Many of them have been members of the 
church, and nearly all attendants and believers in 
their doctrines. Washington was a devout member of 
the Episcopal Church, and his pew is pointed outat 
the old churchin Alexandria, where he used toattend. 
Jefferson attended St. John’s Church in Georgetown, 
of which Dr. Lindsay, the chaplain of the House, is 
now rector. He is understood, however, to have 
been rather skeptical, having imbibed some of these 
views in his long experiences abroad. John 
Adams, the third President, was, I believe, a Unita- 
rian, a member of the church. Madison attended 
the Episcopa! Church, and was, I think, a communi- 
cant. Monroe was also an attendant upon the 
EpiscopalChurch. John Quincy Adams was a Unita- 
rian, but attended the Presbyterian Church which 
stood on the spot where ours now stands, and was a 
trustee of the church during a part of his Presiden- 
tialterm. Jackson attended our church until the 
pastor, Mr. Campbell, refused to take Mrs. Eaton as 
a member. Van Buren attended the Epiacopal 
Chureb. Harrison was a Presbyterian, as is his 


and Polk all attended the Episcopal Chureh. Mr. 
Pierce was a constant attendant upon our eburch, 
and was the only one of the Presidents who attend- 
ed prayer meeting. He was quite regular in his at- 
tendance upon the evening prayer meetings. Bu- 

attended ourcturch, although not @ mem- 


would unite with the church and give his attention 
to religious matters after retiring from office, which 
promise he faithfully kept. Lincoln and Johnson 
also both attended our church, taking great interest 
in its work, though not members. Grant and Hayes 
both attended the Methodist Church, Sundays, 
though not either of them members. Garfield was, 
as everybody knows,a member of the Disciples 
Church and once a preacher in it, while the present 
occupant of the White House attends the Episcopal 
service.” 

‘What about the stories floating about the coun- 
try to the effect that you are a personal friend of 
President-elect Cleveland, and 

SO BITTER A DEMOCRAT 
that you refused to mention Lincoln's name in your 
pulpit?” 

“There is not a word of truth in either,” he 
smiled, “and Iam glad to have the opportunity to 
deny the last mentioned at least. I have no recol- 
lection of Grover Cleveland, though I knew his fam- 
ily well and was a boy with his elder brother. Of 
course I did see him, often, but I cannot remember 
him at all, asthere was considerable difference in 
our ages. As to the other story, it 
is absurdiy untrue, and grows out of a communica- 
tion written by some anonymous correspondent to 
one of the city papers complaining because in a 
sermon upon Washington I did not chance to men- 
tion the name of Lincoln. Instead of being a bitter 
Democrat, asthe story alleges, I am, and always 
have been, a Republican in sentiment, and should 
have voted for Blaine at last election if I had had the 
opportunity. Though I don’t suppose that fact will 
at all disturb the relations which are to exist be- 
tween Mr. Cleveland and myseif.” 


SENATORIAL CHURCH-GOERS. 


Mr. Bartlett’s observations regarding church- 
goers and church members in public life is corrobo- 
rated by talks with the chaplains of the Senate and 
House. “I am gratified to find so large a number of 
people in public life who are church members and 
churcb-goers,” said Rev. E.B. Huntley, the Chaplain 
of the Senate, and pastor of Metropolitan Methodist 
Church. “I find a strongly marked feeling of respect 
for religion as a motive power for good among pub- 
lic men generally. There area number of church 
members, too, in the Senate. Mr. Edmunds, the pre- 
siding officer of the Senate, is an active member of 
the Episcopal Church, a member of its genera! 
assembly, and a devout man He always says 
‘amen’ at the end of the prayer, out loud, too. Sen- 
ator Colquitt is a Methodist, while his colleagues, 
Senator Brown. i a Baptist. Senators 
Hampton and Butler of South Carolina, I am toid, 
are members of the Episcopal Church, 
as is Senator Pegdieton. Senator Logan is a Meth- 
odist, So is Senator Warner Miller.” Chapiain Lind- 
say of the House finds his observations quite corre. 
sponding with those of the gentlemen meationed 
above. Quite a large percentage of the House mem- 
bership he mentions as members of churches, the 
fact having come incidentally to his notice in most 
cases by the voluntary statement of the members 
themselves. “They often come to me after the 
services at the opening of the House,” he said, “and 
talxing of this or that subject teil me of their 
church connections. Yes, I find my connection 
with the House a very pleasant one, and the regard 
shown for Christianity very gratifying. Only a day 
or two ago I took a friend into the gallery before 
the opening services took piage, and he told me aft- 
erward that he was surprised to see the ind.cation 
of respect and reverence from the 
large number of members present. There area 
good many and active Christian men among the 
members of the House.

Mr. Lindsey, who is rector of the Episcopal 
Church, which the second President of the United 
States attended, carries with him to.bis House 
services a considerable of the Episcopal forms, the 
prayers being each day selected fromthe collect 
and memorized for the opening service. He, of 
course, oinits the surplice, but aside from this the 
service isinthe church form, the two orief “col- 
lects” being followed by the Lord's prayer and the 
brief benediction. Chaplain Huntley of the Sen- 
ate, who is a Methodist, follows no particular form, 
making his prayer brief. The number listening to his 
opening services in the Senate is usually small com- 
pared with those in the House, where the attendance 
at the opening hour usually reaches pretty nearly 
100, while in the Senate it is often no more than a 
dozen.

An interesting test of the ability of the common 
schoo! children of London, Eng., to sing at sight is 
afforded at the annual school children’s concerts 
given there. these occasions each of the 5,000 
or 6,000 children receives, at a stated time, a sealed 
envelope containing a specially prepared selection 
known to none but the judges. At a given signal 
the children break the seals, and, after being allowed 
five minutes.to read the music, are called upon to 
sing it.

The Provident Association and St. Vincent de Paul 
Society have been sgealousely carrying on their 
noble work asin other years, supplying only the 
bare necessaries of life, and they bare, until the 
present cold spell, been so’ successful in relieving 
distress, that the police stations have not bee: be- 
sieged at all . 
Another evidence that there has been no 
very widespread destitution is furnished by the fact 
‘hat larcenies are surprisingly infreqaent. It is a 
fact within the observation of every veteran police- 
man that in times of business depression and suf-

“I thought we were in for it," remarked Captain

began to receive an unusual number of reports of 
overcoat thefts. Every day two or three cases of 
that kind were reported for about a week. Finally 
we captured an overcoat thief who came here from 
Cleveland, and not a coat has been stolen since. He 
stirred us up amazingly, but we've got two good 
penitentiary cases on him now and 
he’s got to go up. No, after all, I am 
free to say that there has not yet been enough dis- 


tress in the district to set tne poor people to steal- 


ing. The large majerity of them will not steal till 
they feel that they are absolutely forced to do it.” 

“Do you have many applications for relief?” 

“Not nearly as many as you might suppose. But 
thatis partly due to the fact that most of them 
know that we have no fund with which to aid them. 
Still, wetake pains to keep informed of all cases of 
serious destitution in the district. and the officers 
always report them when they find them. We pre- 
serve the list so that we may be able to direct any 
charitably disposed persons to the worthy cases.” 

“And can you give no assistance whatever in ex- 
treme cases?” 

“Nothing but coal.” 

“And where do you get that?” 

“Why, Ithought you knew about that. Morris 
Evans, who keeps a notion store at No. 823 N. Sixth, 
sends me an order for 3X) bushels of coal every win- 
ter, to be distributed as I see fit. I make an ar- 
rangement with a coal dealer, and whenever a wor- 
thy case of distress is reported, I send an order to 
the coal dealer to deliver so many bushels of coal 
to the family. When the 3X bushels are used up, 

MR. EVANS PAYS THE BILL 
and asks no questions It is a splendid 
form of charity, and has done no end of 
good. Evans has always acted very quietly in the 
matter, and never paraded what he did in the 
papers.” 

For all of which the good people of St. Louis will 
certainly say ‘‘All honor to Mr. Evans.” 

From Capt. Huebier the addresses of a nugnber of 
suffering families were obtained, and the reporter 
started out to visit them. Groping upa dark stair- 
way at No. 1427 N. Sixth street, he was feeling along 
the hall for a door, when one was suddeniy opened, 
and a man: looked out. When asked where Mrs. 
Manning lived he indicated the next room to his, 
and then the hall became dark again. Rapping on 
the door indicated, the reporter was somewhat 
nonplussed to hear a chorus of at least four voices 
exclaimed “Come in, why don’t you?"* 

He opened the door and stepped in, when the 
same four voices exclaimed “Oh!” 

The room was about fifteen feet square.and its up- 
per part was closely occupied by alarge washing 
weich was dripping and drying as it hung on tne 
line. This was the residence and iaundry of Mrs. 
Manning and her seven children. The place con- 
tained one bed, an old lounge, a cookstove, a table, 
a chest, several chairs and six ofthe children. Two 
of the latter, mere babies, were already

with a due regard for economizing the space, and the 
other four were gathered around and upon the ta- 
ble, which, being in the corner farthest from the 
window and nearest to the cookstove, was the most 
comfortable, or, rather, the least uncomfortable, 
spot inthe room. The little folks were jolly and 
hospitable, even if they werecold. They bad one 
of the greasiest decks of cards that the world ever 
saw, and, as was learned later on, were engaged in 
some game which they called “guess.” 

“Where's your ma’” was asked. 

One of the little girls spoke up pertly and said: 
“My ma’s sister's got a new baby, and my ma 
went to see her to-night. Guess we’l! go and see the 
baby too, ‘fore long.” 

“How many of you are there?” 

“Seven children. Them two over there on the 
bed, and us four and the one ma took to her sis- 
ter’s.”’ 

Atthe next question the eldest boy—a lad of 
about 14—took up the conversation. He said that 
his mother did some washing, and he made what he 
could at shining boots, but they hada pretty hard 
time getting something to eat. Questioned further, 
he saia that there was only some bread in the room 
at present. 

“How are you off for coal’ was asked. 
That caught the whole family, and. with 
much unanimity and not alittle bit of zlee, ther 
showed the reporter a little pile of coal behind the 
stove, which Mr. Lack of the Provident Association 
had given them, and which, they guessed, 

WOULD LAST OVER SUNDAY. 
They exhibited the fuel as though it was really a 
treasure and very much out of the common. They 
explained that, asthey had hardly any cover for 
the beds, it was necessary to 
keep the fire burning in the 
cookstove all night, and that used up the coal faster 
than they liked to, but they couldn't help it,because 
if they didn’t keep up the fire they 


got so awful cold that none of them could sieep. | 


They seemed to regard the temperature then pre- 
vailing as quite balmy, although the windows were 
covered with frost and no perspiration was visible 
on any of the family.” 

Turning to a little black-eyed girl who was 
perched up on the tabie the reporter asked: 

“What did you have to eat to-day *” 

She giggled and looked confused. 

“Why don't you tell um, silly? Tell um what 
you had to eat,” urged the sister next in years. 

“Bread,” said the black-eyed one, and then she 
giggzied again. 

“And what else?” 

Again she was embarrassed. 

“Teil um," explained her sister. “Tell um what 
else.”’ 

**Mush !"’ said the little creature. 

“That's what she had—she had bread ana mush.” 
patronizingly explained the sister. 

“But didn't you have some meat, too?” 

“Tell um. Didn't you have no meat?” put in the 
interpreter. 

“Nosir. Don't eat meat on Friday,” and she 
looked quite confident. 

“Oh, you didn't have any meat because it was 
Friday. You had meat yesterday, though?” 

“No sir. We didn’t want none yesterday.” 

A message was left for the mother, and, after 
learning that the father had deserted the family 
and gone to New Orieans--to attend the Exposition, 
doubtless, the reporter withdrew. 

In the same vicinity Mrs. Mary Chapman was vis- 
ited. In aroom, whose dimensions are about

she and her three children reside. At one end of 
the room is a cookstove, witha pile of coal at its 
back, which supply bad come from the Provident 
Association, At the ofber end of the room is a bed, 
and between these extremes are atable and an al- 
leged cupboard. The three children. whose ages 
range from 2 years to 7, were asieep on the bed, and 
an examination of the latter discovered that the en- 
tire covering consisted of an old shawl and a blanket. 
Mrs. Chapman explained that she kept them com- 
fortable by keeping the cookstove hot all night. Her 
busband deserted her some time ago and she never 
heard from him again till he got into a‘ hospital at 
Kansas City, when, of course, he communicated 
with her. The care of her children prevents her 
fyom going out to work, and she depends largely 
upon charity. She exposed her stock of food, which 
consisted of a loaf of bread, and nota morsel of any 
other kind of food. 

Not far away the reporter found tne Strassburg 
family. In a room which seemed to be the home 
of poverty itself Mr. Strassburg his wife and three 
ebildren are living. The husband and father has 
for some time been prostrate ou a sickbed, the cov- 
ering being utterly inadequate to afford even a sein- 
blance of comfort. His disease is chronic, and he 
requires a gooddeal of care from his wife. They 
are absolutely without money, and ailof their ef- 
fects would hardly bring $15 if sold. But for the 
assistance given them by the Provident Association 
they would have starved ere this. The spectacle 
which the room presented was mournfully diamal, 


and the newsman departed with a well-defined case 
of chilis upon him.

bad, indeed, ifthe expectations thus raised shal! 
fail of fulfillment. ‘Anything whatever in the 
nature of food, and any amount of money, however 
Small, would be @ great boon to them. 

And now cam the most pitiabie case of ali— 
heart-rending it was. Leaving O'Fallon street, the 
reporter threaded the dark alley between Sixth and 
Seventh, wil, at a point about midway 
between, O'Fallon street and Cass avenue, he 
reached the shanty where Mrs Elizaneth Rome and 
her two children are quartered. What transpired 
on his arrival there has already Seca stated in the 
earlier part of this article. There was some delay 
about answering bis application for admittance, but 
finaily the door creaked open, and a woman about 
36 years Of age, with traces of early comeliness, and 
appearance of intelligence, invited him in. 

“I had gone to bed,” she apologized, *‘because I 
could not afford to have any fire, and there was no 
other way to keep warm or to get ny babies warm- 


ed up.” 
The bed was little other than a mass 
of rags. Near it stood a small 


stand with thin legs and a slabby-genteel air that 
gave it the suggestion of early elegance which is 
always so unpleasant in the midst of squalor. A 
table near the window, a box in @ont of the fire- 
place, that bad served as a chair for berself and 
little ones, and asmall, chimneyless hand-lamp on 
the mantie that filled the room with foul-smelling 
smoke, were allof the noteworthy features in the 
way of furnishing. The floor was of rough boards, 
on @ level with the alley, and inasmuch as 
the door did not “(fill the doorway 
by an inch at either top or bottom, the room was 
little better tha®a shed, and its temperature the 
same as that which prevailed outside. As the 
woman with 
HER RAGGED GARMENTS AND BARE ANKLES 

stood there in the dim, flickering light, shaking as 
with a palsy, and as a wail of suffering came from 
one of the children in the bed, a more thrilling pict- 
ure of abject want and misery was presented than 
it had ever been the reporter’s misfortune to look 
upon. Turning to the fireplace, the visitor noted 
that there was no grate, only a pile of bricks. 

“Have you had no fire?’ he asked. 

“Y-y-y-yes,.” the poor thing chattered. “I-I had 
a fi-fi-fire, but y-y-you see I've got only ab-b-bout 
three p-p-pounds of coat left, there behind the door, 
so I h-b-ad to iet go it out. Iim-may not have any 
c-c-coal sent tome by Mr. L-l-lack to-morrow, so I 
b-h-had to keep a/l-little else we'd freeze alto 


gether.” 

The coal she pointed to would’ weigh 
possibly four pounds, and there were 
four pieces of pine kindling, but 


the firepiace was withoutaspark. Tothink that 
this was the sequel to what, probably, a very few 
years ago was a lappy marriage! Not desiring to 
add anything to her sufferings, the newspaper man 
remained only long encughto learn that ber hus 
band, who has only one arm, deserted her about 
two weeks ago, and, not hearing from him again, 


she had to come here. This hovel and 
its furnitnre (% was owned by a ne, 
gress, wno had become impatient for her 


rent, and bas given notice that unless it is paid 
within two days she will put the poor woman and 
her babies out intothe alley. It does certainly seem 
that, under the law of compensation, Providence 
has given a great capacity to suffer to those not 
endowed with a capacity to prosper. These, be it 
remembered, are only sampies of cases which 
would number several hundred.

With many of them it is the supreme hour of trial, 
and unless their more fortunate brethren shall by 
substantial kindness aid and strengthen them, they 
will failto stand the test. A very inconsiderable 
charity may save a life or save a soul—may deter- 
mine whether the future of many of these people 
shall be that of felons or that of honorable mem- 
bers of the community. When this is the crisis, and 
this the opportunity, to remain inactive is a crime

New York, December 18.--Western readers are 
probably aware of the fact that Loston, though the 
fifth city in point of pepulation, proudly assumes 
the distinction of being the literary center of the 
Union. The halo shed upon the “Hub” by the 
names of Emerson, Longfellow, Lowell, Holmes, 
George Ticxnor, W. D. Howell, Richard Henry 
Dana, Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, Nathaniel Hawthorne. 
James T. Fields, T. B. Aldrich and other dis- 
tinguished poets and present residents of Boston or 
its academical suburb of Cambridge, certainly tend 
to bear out the assumption. We are reminded by 
Dr. Holmes, in his recently published sketch of 


Emerson, that simce the days of the 
Monthly Anthology, nearly it century 
ago, the home of the patriots 


who wet a shipload of tea in a night, and 
“Fired the shot neard *round the world.” 


has also been the home of a bright cluster of liter- 
ary stars, whose effulgence has illuminated the 
dreary wastes of our outer barbarism. 

But the “North American Review,” the legitimate 
successor of the “Monthly Anthology.” after more 
than three score years of dignitied existence in the 
atmosphere of Massachusetts Bay. does not seem to 
have suffered by its transplantation to Gotham. 
In fact, it has received so much renewed and in- 
creased life and usefulness under the active diréc- 
tion of our a and enterprising young 
fellow-townsman, Mr. Aten Thorndyke Rice, that 
the “Review” is hardly recognized by its old 
Boston ‘friends. Despite the persistent 
though passive protest of the = schol- 
arly and dignified Atlantic Monthly of Boston, 
the Century and Harper's Monthiy, it may be 
added, give evidence of considerable literary 
activity. 

And after all, do we not rejoice in the glow of 
our William Cullen Byrant aud Fitz Greene Halle, 
our N. P. Willis and Bayard Taylor, our Washington 
Irving and E. C. Stedman. our Kichard Grant 
White and R. H. Stoddard—just to mention a few 
of the conspicuous names that cometomind. If 
numbers or quantity were any criterion of literary 
position, the number of resident writers and the 
number of books published here in the iast twelve- 
month, should cause the skeptic to pass from the 
hub to the metropolis. 

London basits Athenmum Cluband New York 
has its “Authors Ciup.” As the latter is com- 


paratively in its infancy, if cannot, like 
the former, boast of historic and 
classic traditions and associations.

BLACK-BALLING OF EDGAR FAWCETT. 
last summer, caused an exciting little discussioa ia 
the newspapers. The casus belli, it seems, was 
Mr. Fawcett’s satirical depiction, in his "Adventures 
of a Widow,” of certain unlovely phases of literary 
society in New York. Several members of the club 
fancied themselvés caricaiured (maliciously, of 
course) in the book, aad the novelist’s alleged reflec- 
tions on the mannersand morals of metropolitan 


litterateurs were resented by the rejection 
of his candidacy for membership. 
Whereupon Mr. Fawcett added insuit to 


injury by calmly declaring that he had never ap- 
plied for membership and should have been very 
sorry to Jave ever been connected with the Authors’ 
Club. 

No one was more hurt by this declaration than the 
member who is believed to have proposed Mr. 
Fawcett for memberabip, Mr. George Edgar Mont- 
gomery—*‘a loveiy Litie bionde, with blue eyes and 
an inquisitive nose,” as [hearda Louisville young 
lady describe him at a reception the other evening. 
‘He would be a gem, if he oniy signed his initiais 
instead of writing out bis name,” remarked an old 
lady admirer with a weakness for puns. George 
Edgar, it will be remembered, vacated bis position 
as dramatic critic on the Times about the timeof 
Henry Irving's first appearance here. His old 
friend, the versatile “Nym Crinkle,” rushed 
to his vindication by charging 
in print that Mr. | Montgomery 
had been compelled to resign his post at the: n- 
stance of Irving's travelimg companion, Josepa 
Hatton. So Hatton and the Times were pitched in- 
to vigorously. Tue Times of course made uno re- 
sponse, but Hatton wrotea very emphatic deniai 
from London.which made it look as though G. E. MM, 
had paid‘rather dear for his enthusiastic friend's 
advertising. Next to puffing himself, George Edgar 
delichts in puffing other peopie. in letters to New 
England country papers and wherever eise he could 
get in a word edgewise, he had praised Fawceit's 

wroposterous stories to the skies, and naturally 
coped he had ingratiated himself in the good graces, 
equaily, of author and publishers. And yet tne oth- 
er Edgar had repudiated him! Was he to be set 
back for a little thing of that kind? In the language 
of the poet “Not much!” He forthwith published 
a ietter about a column iong in the Tribune, ardent- 
ly defending the  wpoveiist’s art, motive, 
piot, construction and “truth to nature utlered 
without malice."” One would have fancied that the 
new American noveilst was a genius beside whom 
the ineffectuai lights of Irving, Scott, Thackeray 
and Dickens were doomed to pale. 

Ido not know exactly what the requirements of 
membership in the Authbers’ Club are, vor of what 
Mr. G. EB. i is the author. But he is one of a large 
class of literary snobs who, while loosing down on 
the reguiar hard-working professional journalist, 
seek by apy indirection to procure the imsertion of 
their effusions in the newspapers, writing seductive 
pre positions to @ountry @uitors on the handsomely 
engraved nuie paper of the Authors’ Ciub. 

But there among the members several genuine 
representatives of the current hopeful movement 
in American literature. Few old writers lave yet 
joined it. but the clubis rich in young bicod. Its 
projector aud president, Kichard Watson Gilder, 
the poet, exercises great.influeuce ainoug the young 
authors. As editor of the Ventury, he is a large 
buyer of manuscript, and his relations with the 
Critic, edited by his brotaer and sister, cause him 
to be greatly respected. In person. he is tail and 
slight. his face is deljcately accented by a smiai! 
mustache, and litupattimes with the Ilght of 
large, intellectuual biue eyes, His hair is worn 
long tresses down his back. By ailodds the hand- 
somest member of the Authors’ Club is Julian Haw- 
borne. He is fully six feet high, wel! built, and car- 
ries a fine head ornamented by afull red beard of 
Titianesque tint. His manners are quiet and digni- 
fied, though when talking with peopie he likes, his 
conversation is pleasant and untiring. He has 
settied down here smee his return from Europe, in 
a romantic old house on the King’s bridge Road. 
This picturesque abode is charmingly described in 
one of bis recent stories. He is a burdworker and a 
conscientious and accomplished writer. in some re- 
spects the great name he bears has handicaped his 
reputation, but his origmal earnestaess and inher- 
ited genius are beginning to tell.
